MAKE OVERTURES TO REBELS 


Peace Commission Arrives at Juarez 


From Chihuahua and Lays Before 


General Villa Terms Under Which 


Seven 
Federal 
Commanders 
Are 


W illing to Lay Down Their Arms. 


Juarez, Mex., Dec. 3.— Seven gen­ 
erals of the Mexican ragular arm y are 
ready to surrender and the backbone 
of the H uerta 
dictatorship 
in the 
north 
has been 
broken. 
A 
peace 
commission 
has 
arrived 
in 
Juarez 
bearing terms of the surrender. 
The peace commission was headed 
by Odilon Sernandez and came from 
Chihuahua, 
bearing 
a 
proclamation 
signed by General Salvador Mercado, 
H uerta’s m ilitary governor and com­ 
m ander of the federal forces in the 
north. 
The proclamation stated that 
the Huerta government was bankrupt 
and was unable to pay its soldiers. 
The 
simultaneous 
evacuation 
of 
other federal strongholds in the north 
is believed by the rebels to be the re­ 
sult of a concerted decision to aban­ 
don the whole of Northern Mexico. 
The peace proposals were sent by j 
General Mercado to General Francis- 
co V illa, rebel leader, through Frede-' 
rico Moye, civil governor of Chihua­ 
hua state, appointed ad* interim . 


Consuls Ask Protection. 


Along with It came an appeal signed 
by all the foreign consuls in Chihua­ 
hua calling upon V illa to give police 
protection to the citizens of Chihua­ 
hua City. 
“ Under 
the 
circum stances 
which 
have existed in Chihuahua,” said the 
proclamation, 
“ it has 
been deemed 
necessary for the federal troops to 
evacuate. 
I leave in charge Frederico 
Moye, who is not identified with poli­ 
tics and who is therefore qualified to 
give full protection to foreigners. 
It 
is impossible to remain here longer as 
there is no money with which to pay 
the troops.” 
The generals 
who 
have 
signified 
through General Mercado, their w ill­ 
ingness to surrender, but who never­ 
theless 
are 
fleeing 
to 
the 
United 
8tates border, are: 
General Salvador Mercado, General 
Pascual Orozco, General Jose Yner 
Salazar, 
General 
Maroello Car&veo, 
General Jose Maiudlla, General Bias 
Orplin, General I-anda. 
The peace commission proposed to 
General V illa that all noncombatants 
who sought aafety by fleeing to the 
border be permitted to go without be­ 
ing flred upon and that all federals, 
including 200 soldiers left on police 
duty in Chihuahua City, he pardoned. 


Generals tasking Safety. 


It also asked clemency for federal 
officials, but It is thought the federal 
generals w ill seek safety by crossing 
the border into the United States. 
The peac^com m ission stated that 
before le a v l^ Chihuahua the federals 
destroyed all the iiostage and govern­ 
m ent revenue stamps and that there 
existed practically no money In the 
city and that 2,000 citizens had left 
with the troops, most of them being 
those who were rich and w ho feu red 
the rebels. 
The commission started 
back for 
Chihuahua 
with General 
V illa ’s as­ 
surance that people of all classes in the 
city, 
including 
the 
federal 
police, 
would be protected and that he would 
dispatch troops to garrison the place 
as soon as possible. 
Notwithstanding the action of the 
federals 
General 
Villa himself 
was 
preparing 
for 
departure 
southward. 
He said Chihuahua would be only a 
stopping place on his southward march 
and he was determined to continue 
on to Mexico City.

Dallas, Tex., Dec. 3.— Central Texas 
rivers rose suddenly as a result of 
heavy rains, causing more than $100,- 
000 damage, washing out tracks, de­ 
laying trains and reaching the flood 
stages In the cities of Fo rt W orth, 
W aco and Austin. 
The rn ly loss of life was reported 
from Bell county, where five persons 
were drowned. 
The Trinity, Brazos 
and the Colorado rivers with their 
tributaries caused the greatest dam­ 
age. 
A t Austin damage along the water 
front is estimated at $10,000. 
The 
Colorado river at that place reached 
a forty-foot stage and threatened de­ 
struction of an almost complete $2,- 
000,000 dam. 
The nearby town of Marble Falls 
was marooned, but reported by Tuc­ 
son that it needed no assistance. Hou­ 
ston and Texas Central railroad serv­ 
ice between Austin and Houston was 
stopped. 
The Brazos river went out of its 
banks at W aco and began washing a 
levee protecting part of the city on 
its east bank. 
At Fo rt W orth a levee was dyna­ 
mited to save one of the city’s bridges 
over T rin ity river. 
T^ampas reported 
that part ofjthe business district was 
Inundated.

Dec. 3.—[Sjiecial.]—In ­ 
terest in the opening of the regular 
session of congress was lessened on 
account of the many months the spe­ 
cial

been sitting. 
A l­ 
though the assembling of a regular ses­ 
sion is much like all that have gone 
before, the first Monday in December 
is sure to bring out a crowd, create a 
sort of congressional animation and 
give the impression that the lawm ak­ 
ers are going to “ start something.” 
It has been unusual, anil only in one 
instance h is it happened in half a cen­ 
tury, for a special session to come 
right smack up against a regular ses­ 
sion, and that In Itself made a diver­ 
sion worth the attention of the thou­ 
sands who thronged the capitol on the 
opening day. 


A n n u a l M e s s a g e In P e rso n . 
President Wilson decided to deliver 
bis annuul message in person, which 
mnkes the opening more Interesting. 
Three different times before the presi­ 
dent has appeared at the capitol with 
a message which be called au “ ad­ 
dress.” 
It is somewhat different this 
time, because an annual message has 
alw ays been considered a rather fear­ 
some thing of thousands of words of 
dreary review of the year’s work In 
the federal departments. 
The annual 
message tills year covers the subjects 
which the president wants to impress 
upon congress. 


"Thers’s a Reason." 


Per bafts tills is the solution of the 
determination of the president to adopt 
the personal method of communicat­ 
ing with congress. 
For years it has 
been a joke that senators and mem­ 
bers sleep or dissert the chamber when 
the message of the president is being 
read. 
It is not only a joke, but a fact, 
that neither senators nor representa­ 
tives would listen to the long winded 
messages which presidents have been 
in the habit of sending In to be reed 
at tbe beginning of a term of congress. 
They have to listen while the president 
reads a message. . 


Week's Work Ahead. 


The senate long ago mapped out a 
week's work. 
It fixed a time for e 
vote on tbe Hetch-Hetchy water bill 
for Dec. 0, and as there has developed 
a desire to debate the measure tbe sen­ 
ators have been getting reedy to talk 
about this grant to San 
Francisco. 
Since tbe time was fixed for taking a 
vote a great deal of opposition has 
sprung up, aud the opponents have been 
making considerable headway. 


Clear Calenders. 


The house does things differently. 
W hen that body passes under the hands 
of real leadership it stays there. 
The 
leaders told the committees not to re­ 
port bills. 
The Democratic caucus cou- 
Armed that edict, aud as a result the 
house, although it has been in session 
since April 7, has not enough business 
on the calendars to wail a gun or keep 
the members busy for a day. 
No doubt the embargo w ill be raised 
and the committees will now begin to 
work ujkhj the important matters that 
have been pending for a long time. 
There are bills enough, goodness knows, 
to make food for tbe legislative hopper 
until another year rolls around—that is, 
if anything should happen to keep con­ 
gress in continuous session again. 


Many Abssnt Members. 


Know ing that congress will not do 
much until after the holiday recess, 
those members who went away during 
the last two months of the old session 
did not all return, nor w ill those who 
were here remulu long after answering 
to their names. 
There is a hint that 
the coming session may tie troubled by 
absenteeism, 
but tbe temper of tbe 
lenders is such us to indicate that 
means for compelling attendance will 
be tnken if absent mem tiers delay the 
business of the regular session. 


Another Investigation.

From Chihuahua and Lays Before

Juarez, Mel., Dec. 3.— Seven gen­ 
erals of the Mexican ragular army are 
ready to surrender and the backbone 
of the Huerta 
dictatorship 
in the 
north 
has been 
broken. 
A 
peace 
commission 
has 
arrived 
in 
Juarez 
bearing terms of the surrender. 
The peace commission was headed 
by Odilon Hernandez and came from 
Chihuahua, 
bearing 
a 
proclamation 
signed by General Salvador Mercado, 
Huerta’s military governor and com­ 
mander of the federal forces in the 
north. 
The proclamation stated that 
the Huerta government was bankrupt 
and was unable to pay its soldiers. 
The 
simultaneous 
evacuation 
of 
other federal strongholds in the north 
is believed by the rebels to be the re­ 
sult of a concerted decision to aban­ 
don the whole of Northern Mexico. 
The peace proposals were sent by 
General Mercado to General Francis­ 
co Villa, rebel leader, through Frede- 
rico Moye, civil governor of Chihua­ 
hua state, appointed ad* interim. 


Consuls Ask Protection. 


Aloug with it came an appeal signed 
by all the foreign consuls in Chihua­ 
hua calling upon Villa to give police 
protection to the citizens of Chihua­ 
hua City. 
“ Under the 
circumstances 
which 
have existed in Chihuahua,” said the 
proclamation, “it has been deemed 
necessary for the federal troops to 
evacuate. 
I leave in charge Frederico 
Moye, who is not identified with laxi­ 
ties and who is therefore qualified to 
give full protection to foreigners, 
It 
is impossible to remain here longer as 
there is no money with which to pay 
the troops.’’ 
The generals 
who have signified 
through General Mercado, their will­ 
ingness to surrender, but who never­ 
theless 
are 
fleeing 
to 
the 
United 
States border, are: 
General Salvador Mercado, General 
Pascual Orozco, General Jose Ynez 
Salazar, General 
Marcello Caraveo, 
General Jose Manzilla, General Blaz 
Orplin, General Landa. 
The peace commission proposed to 
General Villa that all noncombatants 
who sought safety by fleeing to the 
border be permitted to go without be­ 
ing fired upon and that all federals, 
including 200 soldiers left on police 
duty in Chihuahua City, be pardoned. 


Generals Seeking Safety. 


It also asked clemency for federal 
officials, but It Is thought the federal 
generals will seek safety by crossing 
the border into the United States. 
The pcae^commission stated that 
before leaviifl? Chihuahua the federals 
destroyed all the iiostage and govern­ 
ment revenue stamps and that there 
existed practically no money in the 
city and that 2,000 citizens had left 
with the troops, most of them being 
those who were rich and who feared 
the rebels. 
The commission started back for 
Chihuahua with General V illa’s as­ 
surance that people of all classes in the 
city, 
including 
the 
federal 
police, 
would be protected and that he would 
dispatch troops to garrison the place 
as soon as possible.

Three different times before the presi­ 
dent has appeared at the capitol with 
a message which he called an "ad­ 
dress.” 
It is somewhat different this 
time, because an annual message bas 
always been considered a rather fear 
some thing of thousands of words of 
dreary review of tile year’s work in 
the federal departments. 
The annual 
message this year covers the subjects 
which the president wants to impress 
upon congress. 


“ There's a Reason." 
Perhaps this is the solution of the 
determination of the president to adopt 
the personal method of communicat­ 
ing with congress. 
For years it has 
been a Joke that senators and mem­ 
bers sleep or desert the chamber when 
the message of the president is being 
read. 
It is not only a joke, but a fact 
that neither senators nor representa­ 
tives would listen to the long winded 
messages which presidents have been 
in the habit of sending in to be read 
at the beginning of a term of congress.

Odd Ones From the Old T estam en t 
T h a t Pleased the Puritans. 
A certain set of Christian names 
taken from the Bible hav e been In use 
so long that we do not think of them 
as Bible names. Among them are 
Adam. Moses. Samuel. Dav id. Daniel. 
Solomon, Abraham. Isaac and Jacob. 
Others taken from the saints, like 
Peter. Paul, John, Step hen and Mat­ 
thew, originally giv en to children be­ 
cause they were l>orn on the saint’s 
day. are still so common that we think 
of them as English names. 
These names antedate the use of sur­ 
names. as may be inforr**d from the 
fact that nearly all of them hav e giv en 
rise to p atronymics, like Jacobson. 
Peterson and Stev enson. In the twelfth 
century missionaries sent out by the 
authorities used to bap tize whole v il­ 
lages at once and to sav e time inv ested 
all the men with the name of John or 
some other saint and the women usual­ 
ly Mary o r Martha. To distinguish the 
Johns some additional name like Short 
or Strong or White or Black was giv en 
him by the neighbors, and so Christian 
names and surnames were united. 
After the reformation it became the 
fashion among the Puritans to giv e 
children the names of characters like 
the Old Testament, and odd ones like 
Melchisedec or Rarzlllai were p re­ 
ferred. Among these were Abel. Lev i, 
Jesse. Amos. Asa. Isaiah, Ep hraim, 
Gideon. Malaehi, Job, Abner. Hosea, 
Ezekiel. Jeremiah, Zechariah, Asher, 
Ell and hundreds of others.—Hartford 
Times.

can expedition—tbe first serious at­ 
tempt that was ever made to explore 
the “dark continent”—on Oct. 24, 1795. 
The lion hearted Scotchman, with two 
negro servants, set out from Gambia. 
on the west coast, and plunged fear­ 
lessly into the task which before him 
no white man had ever attempted. 
It took a real man to plunge into the 
unknown interior, filled with tales of 
the monstrous and tbe terrible. 
Huge 
serpents, 
roaring lions, great black 
cannibals, scorching heat, deadly fe­ 
vers—who 
would dare to challenge 
these things? And so Africa remained 
“dark” until yesterday, as it were, 
while Moses was battling with his 
problem in the Arabian wilderness; 
while civilization 
was 
maturing in 
Egypt and Greece: while Roman repub­ 
lics and empires were rising and fail­ 
ing; while the modern nations were 
coming into being: while crusaders 
were fighting and troubadours sing­ 
ing: while Columbus was discovering 
the new world and Washington was 
founding the United States of America. 
But at last the man and the hour 
met, and the son of the Selkirkshire 
farm er took Ids brave leap into the 
mystery.

Test Made at Brainerd—Radi­ 
um is Expensive Stuff 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press pub­ 
lished the radiograph 
which 
was 
shown in the Dispatch on Saturday. 
In addition, the Pioneer Press says 
as follows: 
“ The 
reported 
discovery 
of 
a 
source of radium supply on the Cuy- 
una Range, near Brainerd, by Chas. 
Coleman, James Miller, an owner of 
rich mineral lands in that section, 
and George B. Woodason, who have 
been prospecting in the region, re­ 
calls the discovery 
by Dr. 
Arthur 
Sweeny of St. Paul of traces of ra­ 
dium in the Clarke collection of geo­ 
logical specimens in the St. Paul in­ 
stitute museum. 
“At that time it was said there 
were only twelve specimens In the 
world which contained traces of rad­ 
ium or were radioactive, and that 
seven of these were represented in the 
St. Paul museum 
collection. 
The 
mineral associated most 
commonly 
with radium 
is 
pitchblende. 
To 
test 
the institute 
specimens 
for 
traces of radium, or radioactivity, 
Dr. Sweeney performed an experi­ 
ment similar to that undertaken re­ 
cently by the Brainerd men. 
The 
results were shown by photographs 
which are similar to the radiograph 
made by the Brainerd men. 
“ Dr. Sweeney’s experiment, which 
consisted in using pitchblende as a 
means of photographing upon an or­ 
dinary photographic plate some met-. 
a1 or other object, was entirely suc­ 
cessful. 
A common key was placed 
upon the exposed plate and on top 
of the key was placed a specimen of 
pitchblende. 
These were then placed 
in a drawer from w’hich all light was 
cut off. 
Within forty hours the key 
became photographed on the plate 
and from this a print was made on 
paper.” 
The pitchblende from which the 
St. Paul pictures were made was 
found in Colorado. 
Radium is now 
worth $52,000,000 a pound.

Thay er of Lancaster. Mass.. and Will 
E. Hudson of Seattle. 
The purpose of the ex pedition was 
to study the fauna of the northern 
regions, both on the American and Si­ 
berian side* of Bering sea. 
The Polar Bear left Point Barrow 
July 25, and the party figured on be­ 
ing back at Seattle by the latter part 
of October. 
Captain John A. Cook of Provlnce- 
town. Mass.. a whaler, who has passed 
many winters In the north, does not 
believe that the party will have to un­ 
dergo any hardships. 
"There are probably several vessels 
wintering at llerschel," said Captain 
Cook. 
"It Is a favorite place for the 
whalers to winter, and n vessel of 
eight or nine feet draft can easily 
llnd lagoons in shallow water where 
grounded Iceliergs will protect them 
from the pressure of Ice.
